ISSUE: Economic summit : what it can and can not accomplish 

EXPERT: James R. Barth, Ph.D., professor of economics, has appeared 


regularly before congressional committees and publishes 
often on general economic issues. 

"Although it is unlikely that major economic policy changes 
will come from the summit meeting, it is a chance to reduce 
the widespread uncertainty each of the participants has 
concerning the others' policy directions. In this age of 
instant communication between nations, it is still necessary 
that leaders meet face to face. The way things are said is 
just as important as what is said. By meeting and talking 
the various heads of state are able to make it clear how they 
intend to improve economic conditions--and demonstrate their 
resolve to each other--over such issues as the U.S. budget 
impass, high interest rates and East-West trade and credit 
relations."

ISSUE: Canadian/American trade problems 

EXPERT: Oli Havrylyshyn, Ph.D., associate professor of economics, an 

expert in problems with developing nations and Canadian/American 
economic relations, has lived and studied in Canada. 


"Canada--and not the U.S.—is in a better position to supply 
mass transit equipment to American cities because it has been 
building it longer, not because the Canadians have been out¬ 
bidding U.S. companies. International export trade regulations 
regarding subsidized industries might be lifted in this case."

ISSUE: Sumner travel industry forecast 

EXPERT: John Hunt, Ph.D., director of GW's travel and tourism program and 
professor of human kinetics and leisure studies, was a member of 
the U.S. Senate National Tourism Policy Study and has written 
widely on national and international travel and tourism. 

"Although many travel leaders are guardedly opitimistic about 
domestic travel this summer, I believe the recession will 
continue to have a dampening effect on the industry, particularly 
in the early sunnier. However, late summer may witness an increase 
in travel as Americans receive some added disposable income from 
the July tax cut. While the U.S. is still one of the most sought- 
after destinations for visitors from abroad, the strengthening 
U.S. dollar, relative to other currencies, makes the U.S. more 
expensive than it has been in the last couple of years."

ISSUE: Irresponsible parenting at root of problem child's behavior 

EXPERT: Margaret McIntyre, A.P.C., professor of education, specializes in 
child development and parents' role in early childhood education. 

"The causes of anti-social teenage behavior can usually be traced to 
irresponsible childhood parenting. Parents have to re-assume 
responsibility over their children and limit the child's behavior-- 
not so that they're in a prison--but at a level commensurate with 
their developmental level. Children need discipline and control. 
It's very frightening to them, when they know their parents 
aren't in control because children see this as an uncaring attitude.

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GW UNIVERSITY PROFESSOR RANKED NUMBER ONE 
PUBLIC POLICY ANALYSIS CONTRIBUTOR 


WASHINGTON, D.C. -- George Washington University Professor Amitai Etzioni 
has been ranked as the number one contributor to public policy analysis by 
Policy Studies Journal (Vol. 10, No. 3, March 1982, pp. 442-47.) during the 
years 1969-80. The journal's study was based on the number of times the 
work of an author was cited in social sciences literature. Etzioni lead 
with 2,770 citations. The number two contributor had 1,903 citations. 

Etzioni joined the GW faculty in July, 1980, after serving in the 
Carter White House as senior adviser in the Executive Office of the President. 
The author or editor of more than 15 books, he has written on topics ranging 
from the next technological revolution to the domestic and international 
implications of the space race. His writings have been published in 
several languages.

in Science, Technology and Public Policy, has been 
appointed to the National Air and Space Museum Chair in 
Space History where he will complete a book on space 
policy. He served as a consultant on the recently 
released Congressional Office of Technology Assessment 
report on U.S.. non-military space technology. 

"Competition from Japan and Western Europe in space 
technology is a good thing; American enterprise is 
based on competition. But while other nations see 
large payoffs in space, the U.S. seems to be backing 
off from its commitment to stay competitive. It will 
be quite interesting to see if Reagan's July 4 speech 
on his space policy reflects the competitive reality 
the (OTA) report discusses."
